Foce FT ThiS Time no — baſe monies be lefully curraunt. but onely two ſmall peces, whereof one is yet cur- 
unt fo: peny halpeny. and thother fo; halfpeny farthing, and beſides theym as it is thoughte , there remaineth 
ne ſmale quantitit of thzee other pieces of baſe monies, ſcantly wozth conſideration, which were in kozmer time 
d one ſoz a peny, one other fo a halfpeny, and a third foz a farthing, and nowe not certaynelye valued, but 
et amongts common people taken vncertaynelye. Yer Maieſtie geueth all her Subiectes to vnderſtande, that 
ne of all the ſaid peces of baſe monies,no2 any other kynd of baſe money, ſhalbe taken oꝛ allowed to be as cur⸗ 
aunt :oney within this Realme ol Englande, after the twentie dape of July next. but tobe accomptedfrom the 
rdtwenty day of July as Bullion and pet foz reliefe of all ſuch as ſhall, at, oꝛ befoze that tyme polleſle anye of 
ſame: Der Maieſie is pleaſed that whoſoeuer ſhall bzing any of the ſaid two fozmer peces nowe curraunt , foz 
datt balfpence, oz thzee farthinges, bet wixt this a the xxv. of Augult next enſuing to her Myntes in the Tower, 
Hall haut fo: the ſame in fyne moneys, not onely the values accoꝛding tothe rates of the ſayd thzee Halfpence , and 
ute larthinges, but alſo in conſideration of their poztage, thꝛee pence foꝛ euery pound thereof , within the ſpace 
twentie dares 02 leſſe, and alter the ſayd xxv. of Auguſt, vntill the rr. of Septembꝛe, to haue onely the value 
coding to the ſeuerall rates of thꝛee halfpence, and thꝛee farthinges, without any allowaunce foz poꝛtage: And 
to thother baſe peces being taken loꝛ the values of halfpenyes and vnder whereot there ts litle accompt to be 
nade,becauſe of the ſmale quantitie coyned thereof, yet foz the ſatiſſying of euery perſon that ſhall haue any ſuche 
male peces at any tyme betwirt this and the twenty dap of Septembze,the ſame ſhall haue at the ſaid Mintes, 
be full value of the ſyluer conteyned in the ſame,as the ſame ſhalbe duely pzoued, and fromthe ſayd rr.of Deptem- 
e her Maieſlie determineth to receaue no moze baſe monies of this Realme, into any her Myntes. And thus 
r Daettie hauing now as it were atcheued to the victozy and conqueſt of this hidioule monſter of the baſe mo- 
Which although it hath had no great continuaunce in this Real ne. yet hath the ſame bene in parte no male 
aon ot many turies in the ſame : milleth and requireth al maner her Subiectes, to ſe all the expedition that 
ey may in bꝛinging to the Myntes all their baſe monyes, that her Maieſties officers and miniſters appointed
